
Despite being tight lipped 
about the exact details, the 
Mountain View Region 
Waste Management Com¬ 
mission, who are responsi¬ 
ble for the handling of gar¬ 
bage pick-up in the Town of 
Didsbury, are undergoing 
major changes to their op¬ 
erations. 

Dave Derksen, chairman 
of the commission, says that 
due to legality reasons he 
cannot release many details, 
but assures residents that 
their garbage pick-up will 
remain to be the highest 
priority to the commission. 

“The Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Waste Management 
Commission is undergoing 
major changes in it’s opera¬ 
tion,” Derksen said. “The 
member municipalities of 
the commission (including 
Didsbury)... are supporting 
the commission in their ef¬ 
forts to insure that waste 
removal services to the resi¬ 
dents of this region will be 
provided in an excellent 
fashion.” 

The Town of Didsbury’s 
representative on the com¬ 
mission, Clem Kuelker, de¬ 
clined comment, referring 
all media questions to the 
chairman. 

The waste commission 
was officially formed in 
1999. but it wasn’t until 
2001 when all of the 
membering communities 
came on board. 

Membering municipali¬ 
ties, like Didsbury, are cur¬ 
rently paying $7 per capita 
to be a member of the com¬ 
mission. 

Derksen says that in the 
coming weeks more infor¬ 
mation may be released to 
the public.

Website costs astound County Councillors

The hidden costs of construct¬ 
ing a new and improved website 
for Mountain View County has 
astounded County councillors. 

”1 was a little taken back when 
the numbers came back at 
$30,000," said County Commis¬ 
sioner Harold Johnsrude. 

This year Council has budg¬ 
eted $45,000 to step up commu¬ 
nication with rate payers, the 
local media, and other stake 
holders. 

"Our main concern is commu¬ 
nications and marketing," said 
Johnsrude on the role of the 
website. 

Originally Council was quoted 
$15,000 for the development of 
the website from Westar Commu¬ 
nication Strategies Limited, the 
company hired to revamp the 
County's communication plan. 

Last Wednesday councillors 
learned that there will be an ad¬ 


ditional cost of approximately 
$30,000 for backend pro¬ 
gramming. Lynn Haley, with 
Westar Communication, said 
this is still an estimate and 
they will be continuing to get 
quotes from other companies. 

"It depends on how far the 
County wants to go with it,” 
said Haley. 

This backend program¬ 
ming includes the develop¬ 
ment of software and other 
technical requirements. 

"We need to decide what we 
want to get," said Reeve Ian 
Harvie who questioned why 
the $30,000 expense was not 
brought forward earlier. 

Johnsrude pointed out 
that in the first presentation 
to Council it was mentioned 
that the backend program¬ 
ming costs were purposely 
not included, because it was 
difficult to estimate a cost. 

"I totally agree it is an 


item not included in the 
budget," he said. 

One of the features of the 
proposed website is the 
eCommerce capabilities it will 
have for future use. 

Residents will be able to pay 
bills, request building permits, 
and get all of the information 
they need. 

"That is one of the most use¬ 
ful aspects," said Councillor 
Ron Richardson, adding they 
need to find out if there will 
be more costs to implement the 
eCommerce in the future. 

Haley said that sites that 
offer eCommerce capabilities 
run from $25,000 to $100,000 
depending on how complex the 
software is. "This is really on 
the low end." 

councillors agreed that the 
current website is not up to 
par. 

"The site right now is no 
where near competitive," said

Haley, adding the new site 
will have over 200 pages. 

"With the website we have 
it is an exercise to get where 
you want to go (finding 
links),” said Councillor Ben 
Penner, admitting the ability 
to pay bills online is an as¬ 
set. 

"I think the value extends 
much beyond our borders." 

It is recommended that 
funds come from the Tax Rate 
Stabilization Reserve since it 
is a one time cost. 
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Chinook’s Edge budget receives final approval

Chinook’s Edge School Di¬ 
vision (CESD) is able to bal¬ 
ance their budget for next 
school year, 2003-2004, but the 
process isn’t sustainable and 
the Provincial government 
needs to come up with a more 
predicable funding system for 
school divisions, CESD says. 

CESD board passed a bal¬ 
anced $82.5 million budget last 
Wednesday, June 25. In order 
to balance this budget they 
asked schools to cut back their 
spending by 1.5 per cent, as 
well as they were forced to dip 
into reserves for the third con¬ 
secutive year to ensure the level 
of service remained at a level 
that they felt comfortable with. 

CESD is expecting to spend 
$82.5 million in 2003/2004 and 
based on a predicted enrolment 
of 10,927 students, CESD ex¬ 
pects to receive $79.6 million 
revenues, forcing Chinook’s 
Edge $2.9 million into the red. 
In order to balance this deficit 
CESD will use $2 million worth 
of reserve dollars, and the ad¬ 
ditional $900,000 will come 
from savings through school 
cutbacks. 

As of August 3.1, 2003 
CESD will be just under $4.5 
million in reserves, which will 
decline to $2,507,618 by next 
year after funds are pulled out 
to balance the 2003/2004 
budget. 

With only $2.5 million left 
in the bank, this alarms CESD 
trustees. “We have been told by 
the Province that we should 
have at least four per cent in 
reserves,” said board chair, 
Roy Brassard, adding that the 
$2.2 million that will be left 
will only represent about 3.1 
per cent. 

Susan Roy, CESD Treas¬ 
urer, says that this was prob¬ 
ably one of the toughest budg¬ 
ets that she has ever had to 
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work on at Chinook’s Edge, 
and says that the funding from 
the Province falls short of 
what the expenses are for the 
division. “It was definitely a 
challenging budget," Roy said. 
“Costs have risen over the 
years, yet revenues have re¬ 
mained at the same level.” 

Roy says that aside from a 
lack of funding there are a 
number of other challenges. 

“It was quite a challenge 
trying to estimate how much 
utility costs were going to be, 
or how much salary costs were 
going to be (because the teach¬ 
ing contracts expire this Au¬ 
gust 31),” Roy said. 

CESD is estimating that the 
division will spend close to $2 
million just on utilities, which 
doesn’t mix well if the teach¬ 
ers settlement comes back even 
higher then last years figures. 

In an effort to help alleviate 
some of the pressures with sky 
high utilities the Province has 
committed $30 million to 
school boards throughout the 
Province to help offset the util¬ 
ity costs for this (2002/2003) 
school year. 

Of that $30 million, 
Chinook’s Edge is predicting 
they will receive between $50 
to $60 per student, which to¬ 


tals approximately $500,000 for 
CESD. 

This means for next year’s 
budget that CESD will not be 
carrying forward a deficit in the 
operations and maintenance 
budget, which was predicted, 
which will allow the division to 
forward the funds back into 
the general operations budget. 

Roy Brassard, CESD Board 
Chair, says that every school 
board wishes for more money, 
but says that they were grate¬ 
ful that they even received 
$500,000. 

“When you have a budget 
that is as tight as this one every 
little bit (of money) helps,” 
Brassard said. 

According to Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills MLA Richard Marz 
the Province came through for 
the school divisions in their 
time of need, after constantly 
listening to their challenges. 

“This wasn’t in the original 
budget, but we found it neces¬ 
sary to do something,” Marz 
said. 

Marz says that the Province 
has struck a committee which 
will be reviewing the costs of 
the soaring utilities in the Prov¬ 
ince, which will hopefully come 
back with some sort of recom¬ 
mendation to assist organiza- 
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tions like school boards. 

“We may have to look at a 
review or changing the way 
that we handle the rebate proc¬ 
ess,” Marz said. 

For the 2003/2004 school 
year there will an overall re¬ 
duction in the number of 
teaching staff. CESD is antici¬ 
pating starting the year with 
16 fewer full time teachers. Due 
to an early retirement package 
offered to some staff, 18 of 
which were approved, and also 
due to movement in the divi¬ 
sion, Chinook's Edge has not 
planned on making any perma¬ 
nent staff layoffs. 

CESD is also predicting that 
there will be a cutback in the 
number of support staff. 

“Our division is quite large 
so to have 16 fewer teaching 
positions when we have 39 
schools, there should be a very 
minimal impact on the quality 
of education in Chinook’s 


Edge,” Brassard said. 

Aside from fewer teachers 
expected for September, there 
will also be fewer students 
which means less funding (as 
CESD is paid on a per-student 
basis. 

CESD projects that they will 
have 10,927 students for the 
2003-3004 school year, a 2.2 
per cent decline from the cur¬ 
rent school year. 

Roy says that there may be 
even more students, but CESD 
would rather be conservative 
in their estimates so that they 
do not run short in their budg¬ 
eting process. The budget has 
now been sent to Alberta Learn¬ 
ing for final approval. 

Some good news for parents 
and students is that school fees 
will remain untouched, and 
will be charged out at the same 
amount of last year, despite the 
financial strains that CESD is 
experiencing.

Didsburians continue to lobby health minister

Didsbury residents tend to 
head south for their health 
care needs, and have more in 
common with Calgary - not Red 
Deer - is the message that a 
number of residents and local 
politicians are trying to get 
across to Health Minister, 
Gary Mar. 

Mar was in Didsbury ap¬ 
proximately two weeks ago and 
met with representatives from 
Didsbury as well as other mu¬ 
nicipalities in the area, to try 
to gather more information to 
try to figure out which health 
region the Didsbury hospital 
should be placed within. 

One of the area representa¬ 


tives was Mountain View Coun¬ 
ty’s Reeve, Ian Harvie, who 
agrees that Didsbury’s hospi¬ 
tal should be placed within the 
Calgary health region. 

Harvie explained that 
Mountain View County’s coun¬ 
cil passed a resolution stating 
that they would support the 
move for the Didsbury hospi¬ 
tal to be placed into the Calgary 
Health Region. 

“Our position was to sup¬ 
port Didsbury for the move,” 
Harvie said. 

Harvie says that the reason 
his council felt they should sup¬ 
port the move into Calgary re¬ 
gion is because nearly 35 per 
cent of the patients who attend 
the Didsbury hospital are ac¬ 
tually from outside of the 


David Thompson Health Re¬ 
gion, which the Didsbury hos¬ 
pital is currently placed. 

Local Didsbury resident, Roy 
Brassard, who is a past Tory 
MLA, has been one of the lead¬ 
ers behind lobbying the Minis¬ 
ter, although Brassard says he 
wants to be cautious to ensure 
that this is the right direction. 

“The Minister walked away 
from that meeting and said that 
he plans to set up a meeting with 
the Calgary health region 
board,” Brassard said. “We 
want to make sure that we 
make the best decision for 
Didsbury, and we don’t end up 
regretting the direction that we 
head.”

A Sundre mother says she will not dwell on the death of 
their family dog but rather rally her community to support 
this little boy’s healing process. 

Shelley Kohut, mother of Kelly, a 14-year-old boy, said her 
family refuses to dwell on the tragic events that made na¬ 
tional news last week when her son’s puppy, a shih-t/.u named 
Max, was killed by a six-year-old boy.

RCMP Sgt. Jay Arsenault said the Sundre detachment 
learned of the puppy killing when a complaint was made by a 
family member of Kelly Kohut. 

Arsenault said the puppy killing is a criminal code offense 
but because the boy is under 14-years-of-age the RCMP can¬ 
not follow the incident up with any charges. 

Arsenault said RCMP are continuing to investigate this by 
interviewing witnesses and Central Alberta Child and Family 
Services Authority are involved. 

“We will make sure everything that can be done will be 
done,” said Lorelei Siset-Cassidy, spokesperson for Central 
Alberta Child and Family Services Authority. Although the 
boy and his caregivers have a long row to hoe to begin his 
healing, the Kohuts began today with a new puppy, donated 
by a young couple from Calgary (who did not want to be named) 
who read of the tragedy. 

Shelley said she and her family were overwhelmed by the 
showing of support they received from their community. 

“If one lesson was to be learned from this event it is that 
Kelly learned not everyone is bad, and there are people out 
there who will go out of their way for you, even if they don’t 
know you. He was really touched by that.” 


Mountain View County upset with 
Province over bridge funding 


Province cuts 
bridge funding , 
causing broken 
promises and hard 
feelings with

Another delay and lack of 
communication with Alberta 
Transportation has Mountain 
View County Councillors frus¬ 
trated with the cost sharing 
process of building bridges. 

Council was informed by 
Alberta Transportation that 
out of the seven projects they 


thought would begin this 
year, only three will get the 
go ahead because of costs 
higher than projected. 

Ritch Sudeyko, public 
works superintendent for the 
county, said approximately 
seven bridges were approved 
for construction with three 
more approved for designs. 
Now three approved projects 
have delays because of design 
approval and getting applica¬ 
tion approvals from federal 
waterway and fishery depart¬ 
ments. He said it is all some¬ 
what confusing to everyone 
at the county. 

“Apparently once a project 
exceeds costs of $200,000 it 
becomes a different funding 
project and we have to com¬ 
pete with the whole province

for funding rather than just 
our region,” explained 
Sudeyko. 

A normal process is for the 
province to estimate costs of 
a project, give it approval, and 
let the county begin their 


preparations. 

Sudeyko said some of the 
projects the province esti¬ 
mated to be $150,000 the 
county is estimating to be 
more than $300,000. He said 
every spring the province 
sends a letter stating which 
projects will get the go ahead 
and the county sets aside 
their portion of the cost to 
begin the work. 

With the delay, the county 
has set aside more than 
$400,000 which could have 
gone to other projects. 

“This county made a very 
strong commitment to these 
projects and now, nothing,” 
said Reeve Ian Harvie at the 
regular meeting in June. 

Assistant County Com¬ 
missioner Tony Martens said 


this news is very frustrating. 

“They told us that bridge 
(over the Lone Pine Creek, 
just east of Didsbury), forget 
it. They gave us no target, 
nothing to shoot for,” said 
Martens, adding the province 
said they have “re-assessed 
things.” 

“We have the second larg¬ 
est number of bridge cross¬ 
ings in the province, we can¬ 
not conduct business like 
this,” said Harvie. 

Sudeyko who will report 
back in July is in the proc¬ 
ess of re-negotiating these 
projects with the province. 

“We are very concerned 
with some of the hoops we 
have to jump through to 
meet provincial and federal 
criteria.”

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Fleecing taxpayers again

I as your Member of Par¬ 
liament for Wild Rose and 
the Canadian Alliance are 
opposed to Bill C-24, an Act 
to amend the Canada Elec¬ 
tions Act and the Income 
Tax Act (political financing) 
from the time of introduc¬ 
tion until the Liberals moved 
a Time Allocation to force it 
through the House of Com¬ 
mons. 

Bill C-24 introduces a sys¬ 
tem of quarterly allowances 
from the public Treasury for 
qualified registered parties 
based on the percentage of 
the vote received during the 
most recent election. 

What this means, is that 
annually the Liberals will 
receive approximately $8 
million, the Canadian Alli¬ 


ance $5 million, $2 million for 
the Bloc, $1.7 million for the 
NDP and $2.3 million for the 
PC. Political donations by cor¬ 
porations and unions to any 
specific riding association, 
candidate, nomination con¬ 
testant or national party will 
be limited to $1000 annually, 
and by individuals to $10,000 
annually. 

The Canadian Alliance was 
the only Party opposed to this 
Bill, a position taken because 
we believe that political par¬ 
ties should raise the money 
they need from the people they 
claim to represent. 

We are opposed to the prin¬ 
ciple of public funding for po¬ 
litical parties. The Liberals, 
Bloc, NDP and PC’s mean¬ 
while can hardly wait to get 
their hands into your pockets. 

Nevertheless, the Canadian 


Alliance would not refuse to 
accept our share of the pub¬ 
lic funding under provisions 
of C-24 because we neither 
make or control the rules. 

Our ability to represent 
our supporters could be seri¬ 
ously compromised if we were 
to put ourselves at a finan¬ 
cial disadvantage when com¬ 
pared to our political oppo¬ 
nents. 

The Liberals have agreed 
to study the effects of the Bill 
after the next election.This 
means that we will be able to 
continue to work for changes 
and for the elimination of 
public funding for political 
parties.

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Beef ban hurting Canadian Producers 


Dear editor: 

Over a month has passed 
since the American border and 
the markets of our trading part¬ 
ners have been closed to Cana¬ 
dian beef and cattle exports. The 
overall magnitude of this crisis 
can no longer be downplayed by 
the Prime Minister. Producers, 
truckers, retailers and. indeed 
all Canadians have felt the im¬ 
pact of this mounting disaster. 
The cost of the trade ban in the 
one-month period since a sin¬ 
gle Canadian cow was diag¬ 
nosed with Bovine Spongiform 
Encephalopathy (BSE) is esti¬ 
mated to be $550 million. If the 
beef ban does not begin to be 
lifted until mid-September, a 


"four month ban is estimated 
to cost Canada $2.5 billion," 
according to BSE Economic 
Impact Assessment, recently 
released by the Canadian Ani¬ 
mal Health Coalition. 

These estimates do not in¬ 
clude the cost of any loss of 
trade after the ban on Cana¬ 
dian beef and cattle has been 
lifted or the additional market¬ 
ing costs that will be needed to 
revive our export markets. 

A four month ban that costs 
Canada $2.5 billion was con¬ 
sidered "a worst-case scenario" 
when the BSE Economic Im¬ 
pact Assessment was released 
on June 20th. However, Agri¬ 
culture Minister Lyle Vanclief 


admitted to reporters on June 
24th that the U.S. government 
has no timeline for re-opening 
the border. The prospect of Ca¬ 
nadian beef producers losing a 
billion-dollars or more this 
summer cannot be ignored. 

Just how much more dam¬ 
age the current BSE crisis will 
do to the Canadian beef indus¬ 
try depends on the U.S. govern¬ 
ment and our other major trad¬ 
ing partners. Minister Vanclief 
admitted as much during his 
press conference on June 20th 
when he said that Canadian 
beef remains banned for politi¬ 
cal reasons, not scientific ones. 

This brings us back to the 
Prime Minister Jean Chretien 


and Deputy Prime Minister 
John Manley who should be 
down in Washington, persuad¬ 
ing President Bush to open the 
border to imports of Canadian 
beef and cattle. This should be 
their single highest priority. 

Premier Ralph Klein's meet¬ 
ing with U.S. Vice-President 
Dick Cheney was a welcome 
first sign of high level, bilateral 
talks on getting the border 
open as soon as possible. It is 
unlikely that Mr. Chretien will 
be invited to the White House 
to discuss the beef ban or the 
plight of the Canadian cattle 
producer at this critical time. 

Sharp criticism of the Bush 
administration and the Ameri¬ 


can people by the Prime Minis¬ 
ter, his staff and Liberal MPs 
is now costing Canadians bil¬ 
lions of dollars. 

So while our western cattle¬ 
men and beef producers should 
be getting front-and-centre at¬ 
tention and assistance from 
their federal government, they 
instead find themselves to be 
the victims of collateral dam¬ 
age caused by Liberal arro¬ 
gance, overt and childish anti- 
Americanism, and indifference 
to the West. It is high time for 
a change of government.

Sali¬ 
vation, Anxious or staring 
expression, Weakness, Lack 
of coordination, Vomiting, 
Collapse, Convulsions, Coma.

If your pet displays any of 
these signs, it is very impor¬ 
tant that you cool it down 
right away.

“If it is unavoidable and you 
must leave your dog or cat in 
a vehicle for a couple of min¬ 
utes ensure they have plenty 


of water, that there is a breeze 
blowing through the vehicle, 
and that you have parked in 
a shaded area. Please remem¬ 
ber your vehicle will heat up 
significantly in a very short 
time.” 

Enjoy these beautiful sum¬ 
mer days, but please remem¬ 
ber that your pet can suffer 
heat exhaustion very easily. 
On those really hot days, take 
your dog to the beach or spray 
it with the garden hose. Keep 
your cat indoors on those 
record setting days and do not 
leave your pet in a parked ve¬ 
hicle. Planning ahead will 
help keep your pet healthy.

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CHINOOK'S EDGE SCHOOL DIVISION WRAPS UP INVESTIGATION 

Alleged student poisoners 
offered reduced charges 


Didsbury Chamber of 
Commerce notes

Three Chinook’s 
Edge school girls from 
Sylvan Lake charged 
with attempted murder 
in the poisoning of a fe¬ 
male classmate three 
months ago have been 
offered a plea bargain 
deal. 

The three girls, two 
aged 14 and one aged 15, 
were each charged April 
22 with one count of at¬ 
tempted murder and five 
counts of administering 
a noxious substance. 

Seven girls, all stu¬ 
dents at H.J. Cody 
school in Sylvan Lake, 
were taken to the Syl¬ 
van Lake Medical Cen¬ 
tre on April 17 after con¬ 
suming a slushie laced 
with copper sulphate. 

The noxious chemi¬ 
cal, used in chemistry 
class labs, was allegedly 
taken from the school 
and mixed into a single 
slushie, police said. 

Upon investigation, 
the RCMP determined 
that only one of the girls 
was the intended target 
and four others inadvert¬ 
ently consumed the 
drink. Two of the seven 
girls are among those 
facing charges. 

Replacement charges 
were sworn during an 
appearance in Red Deer 
provincial court on 
Wednesday, Crown pros¬ 
ecutor Bert Skinner 
said. 

Each girl now also 
faces charges of con¬ 
spiracy to administer a 
noxious substance with 
intent to endanger life, 
criminal negligence 
causing bodily harm, 
and theft under $5,000, 
he said. 

Only one of the girls 
appeared in court on 
Wednesday; the other 
two appeared by agent. 

All the charges have 
been laid under the 
Youth Criminal Justice 
Act. As such, the girls 
cannot be named. 

The decision to lay 
the new charges came 
following a review of the 
evidence by the Crown 
and police, said Skinner. 

All three girls, who 
are out on bail, are 
scheduled to be back in 
court on July 4 for plea. 

Should the accused 
plead guilty to the new 
charges on that date, 
the attempted murder 
charges could be with¬ 
drawn, said Skinner. 

“That’s what would 
be anticipated,” he said. 
“Should it come to that, 
I don’t think they will be 
sentenced on July 4. 
Another later date would 
be set for that.” 

The original charges 
remain outstanding. 


Asked whether the 
Crown is seeking jail 
time for the accused 
girls, prosecutor Skin¬ 
ner said, “all the sen¬ 
tencing options are 
open, including jail.” 

Negotiations between 
defence and the Crown 
are ongoing, he con¬ 
firmed. 

“We are hopeful that 
it can be resolved,” he 
said. 

Red Deer lawyer 
Kevin Sproule, who rep¬ 
resents one of the girls, 
was not immediately 
available for comment. 
However, he said earlier 
he hopes ongoing nego¬ 
tiations will lead to a 
resolution. 

“We’re hoping that 
they will be fruitful,” 
Sproule said. “They will 
continue for as long as 
it takes or until it’s ap¬ 
parent that we can’t 
reach a resolution.” 

Medicine Hat lawyer 
Clinton Yarshenko, who 
represents one of the 
girls, was not immedi¬ 
ately available for com¬ 
ment. 

Red Deer lawyer John 
McBeath, who repre¬ 
sents the third girl, de¬ 
clined to comment. 

Meanwhile, the 
Chinook’s Edge School 
Division has completed 
an independent review 


of the poisoning inci¬ 
dent, finding no prob¬ 
lems with the existing 
safety policy regarding 
chemical access in 
schools, said chairman 
Roy Brassard. 

“We’ve reviewed what 
has happened, the pro¬ 
cedures we used in the 
past, and I guess we feel 
we have done just about 
everything we can to 
avoid this kind of 
thing,” said Brassard. 
“We have reviewed eve¬ 
rything that was done, 
and I guess you can 
never completely elimi¬ 
nate something happen¬ 
ing, but we have done 
everything we possibly 
can to make sure that it 
doesn’t happen again 
and that all of the pro¬ 
cedures were in place to 
avoid it in the first 


place.” 

“To be honest and 
frank, I guess you can 
never protect yourself 
from every eventuality.” 

A division-wide 39- 
school safety review is 
now underway, he said. 

“We have initiated a 
review of not only our 
labs, but also in the In¬ 
dustrial Arts programs 
and throughout the 
schools to make sure we 
are up to snuff in all of 
this. We are going to ini¬ 
tiate it for all the safety 
practices we employ.” 

“We do a review on an 
ongoing basis, but we 
just thought that we 
should make it official 
and go through all the 
schools to make abso¬ 
lutely sure that there is 
nothing that could hap¬ 
pen or would happen."

Riding association making dreams into reality

If it’s riding week there is lit¬ 
tle chance Karen Mengerson 
will forget, her son Mark makes 
sure by telling her at least six 
or eight times a day. 

Mark, an 18-year-old from 
Olds with Down’s Syndrome, 
wears an ear-to-ear smile so big 
it’s hard to get his riding-hel¬ 
met straps on for the one hour 
he saddles up with Mount View 
Special Riding Association 
(MVSRA). 

The MVSRA was formed by 
dedicated volunteers who recog¬ 
nized the valuable rehabilitation 
aspects of pairing up mentally 
and physically challenged per¬ 
sons with gentle, trustworthy 
horses and volunteers. 

Starting out in 1983 with six 
volunteers and 20 riders, the 
people involved with MVSRA 
have more than quadrupled. 

What began as four riders per 
class, once a week for 10 weeks 
in spring, is now up to six rid¬ 
ers per class, six times a week. 

Karen remembers when 
Mark began riding at the age of 
seven. He was very small for his 
age, he rode a horse named Sun¬ 
beam and stood only as high as 
the horse’s knee. 

The first ride for Mark was 
a huge accomplishment and the 
result of many years of work. 

“Mark was very afraid of ani¬ 
mals. When we first introduced 
him to a lamb at Olds College 
where his dad worked, he 
freaked and cried and cried. 
From then on he wouldn’t en¬ 
ter another barn,” said Karen. 

It took three summers of gen¬ 
tly exposing Mark to animals 
before he got over that fear. To 
see him ride was achieving a 
milestone for the whole family. 

Karen credits Mark’s big sis¬ 
ter Sarah, six years his senior, 
and her love of horses for help¬ 
ing him. 

“She really wanted him to 
participate in MVSRA and hav¬ 
ing her there with him for the 
first time was all he needed. He 
was hooked right away,” said 
Karen. 

Mark is one of many riders 
in MVSRA who have obstacles 
to overcome and riding helps. 

Shelene Williams, assistant 
instructor with the Canadian 
Therapeutic Riding Association 
(CanTRA) said MVSRA enables 
riders to interact with volun¬ 
teers and animals they wouldn’t 
otherwise experience. 

“For a lot of these people 
horses are another animal they 
usually don’t get to interact 
with.” 

Physical benefits come from 
the motion the horse provides. 

“A horse’s walk is the same 
as a person’s. If you take some¬ 
one with an abnormal gait or 
walk and put them on a horse 
with a normal walk it provides 
a lot of correction,” said 
Shelene.

Riders put rarely used mus¬ 
cles to work getting on the 
horse and staying up (some 
with the use of volunteer side 
walkers) thus strengthening 
their muscles. 

For someone with cerebral 
palsy it can cause their muscles 
to relax, for someone with low 
muscle tone it strengthens 
muscles. Riding also causes 
brain stimulation. 

“They are in a different en¬ 
vironment using new vocabu¬ 
lary and learning new skills,” 
said Shelene. The program 
can be modified to fit every rider. 
If someone needs to work on 
vocabulary, it’s done. If listen¬ 
ing skills and applying what 
they learn needs improvement, 
that can be done too. 

“Riders experience a real 
sense of accomplishment and 
gain confidence when riding.” 

There is a lot of interaction 
with volunteers and people from 
the community who riders 
wouldn’t normally be spending 
time with, and that has long¬ 
term social benefits for them. 

Gary Piper has been bring¬ 
ing his horses to MVSRA for 
more than 12 years. 

“I'm just there, that’s all. It's 
no big deal,” he said, knowing 
MVSRA brings immeasurable 
quality of life to its riders. 

Gary’s involvement in thera¬ 
peutic riding began with his

wife’s disabled brother, who vis¬ 
ited their farm to ride. When the 
brother became involved in 
MVSRA so did Gary. 

“The riders have fun and we 
(volunteers) do too," said Gary. 
“Years ago people with severe 
disabilities were put in the 
closet - I think it is time for 
them to get out and have fun." 

Gary is a special friend to 
many of the riders but none 
more than Tyler, a young man 
severely disabled by cerebral 
palsy. 

“Tyler loves Gary!” said 
Shelene. 

“Whenever Tyler is in the 
same room as Gary he begins 
to vocalize and tries to get his 
attention. When Gary is with 


Tyler his smile lights up.” 

Although Gary tries to mini¬ 
mize the effect he has on Tyler, 
one can tell it goes both ways. 

“Tyler likes everyone, I treat 
him no different than anyone 
else. If he misbehaves I tell him 
and he knows.” 

Gary said it’s MVSRA that 
makes a big difference in Tyler’s 
life. 

“If you look at Tyler’s hands 
when he gets there, they’re 
cold. Get him out of the chair 
and put him on a horse they 
warm right up. 

“Tyler lives for that, he loves 
it. You put him on a horse and 
he has mobility he never had 
before. On a horse Tyler can go 
anywhere the chair won’t allow 
him to.” 

For a horse to participate in 
MVSRA it has to be “bomb 
proof. ” 

Linda Leggette, a volunteer 
for the past four years, brings 
three horses to the program. 

A horse must sometimes en¬ 
dure uncontrolled leg move¬ 
ments from its rider, loud noises 
and things being thrown dur¬ 
ing planned activities. 

“We have tested horses by 
throwing balls at them, making 
loud noises and bouncing 
around in the saddle.” 

“I think all the horses in the 
program are phenomenal,” said 
Linda. 


Gary owns two horses that 
pass the rigorous testing and is 
working on two more. 

It is hard to find the right 
horse willing to stand still be¬ 
tween loading ramps, used to 
mount riders. 

Patiently horses wait for 
their riders to be comfortable, 
steadily they walk, loving the 
attention bestowed on them 
from loving riders. 

Mark loves the trail ride 
most. He is so excited during 
the days leading up to the event, 
said Karen, thankful the day 
has finally arrived. 

The conclusion of every 10 
week riding session is cel¬ 
ebrated with a trail ride, 
barbeque and awards ceremony. 

For many it is the biggest 
social event of the year, with 
riders and their families, in¬ 
structors and volunteers attend¬ 
ing. 

On this day, June 24th, 
Mark proudly accepted the Earl 
Stewart award for horseman¬ 
ship, showing the trophy off to 
his brother as soon as he got 
home.

This method of pest control has 
become so effective and so popu¬ 
lar that you can now purchase 
various predatory insects 
through companies that will 
ship them and also government 
departments. 

Most of the insects used for 
control of weeds are not native 
to our environment but then 
neither are the weeds that these 
insects are used to control. Of¬ 
ten, if not all the time, noxious 
and restricted weeds are plants 
that have been introduced from 
outside the country. Conse¬ 
quently there are no naturally 
existing control agents for 
them. Various government en¬ 
tities around the world work 
very diligently to find an appro¬ 
priate control agent that will 
not consume anything but the 
target pest and once strict pa¬

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Local artist wins big at Calgary Stampede 


If you’re thinking of 
heading to the Calgary 
Stampede this summer, be sure 
to check out the award¬ 
winning drawing in Hall D of 
the Round-Up Centre by local 
artist Stacey Jensen. 

The 18-year-old's pencil 
drawing entitled “Generations 
Ago” of an old Chief Indian 
earned her first prize and a 
$1000.00 scholarship in the 
Western Canada Showcase. 
Only six such scholarships are 
offered at the annual art 
competition - three for 
southern Alberta and three for 
the city of Calgary. Jensen 
chose the subject matter for 
her drawing not only because 
of how well it fit with the 
western theme requirements 
for the competition but also 


because she enjoys working 
with her chosen medium. 
“Working with pencil and 
scratchboard are two of my 
favorites...I think you can get 
more detail with pencil and 
scratchboard is very fine, 
picky work as well.” 

Jensen’s artistic talents 
have been cultivated for the 
past six or seven years by her 
teacher and mentor, Joyce 
Mullen.

QUESTION: My teen daughter, Cynthia, and I have 
incredible fights sometimes. No one has ever gotten to 
me in quite the way she can. We actually yell at each 
other when these battles are going on. How unusual is 
that kind of conflict between mothers and daughters? And 
is there hope for us? 

DR. DOBSON: Unfortunately, it is very common. 
Many psychologists have described a "thing" that occurs 
between some mothers and their teenage daughters. Even 
though they love each other, the friction between them 
can generate a lot of heat. 

It probably results from a phenomenon that has been 
called "two women in the kitchen" -- a kind of natural 
competitiveness that occurs between females in the fam¬ 
ily. 

It can also be caused by a mother's inability to cope 
with an extremely difficult and antagonistic kid. 

Whatever the source, it can make life unpleasant for 
several years. 

I know women who would give their lives for their 
daughters, yet they say with fire in their eyes, "I don't 
even like her very much right now." That appears to be 
what you and your teenager are experiencing at this time. 

Is there hope for a better relationship in years to come? 
Yes, I believe you will overcome it. Getting Cynthia 
through adolescence and into adulthood will change eve¬ 
rything. I wouldn't be surprised if she didn't become one 
of your best friends down the road. So, take heart. A 
better day is coming. 

QUESTION But what can we do in the meantime? 
How can I deal with this wildcat who lives under my roof? 

DR. DOBSON: Before 1 answer, tell me what your 
husband's relationship with Cynthia is? 

QUESTION: It's very good. She doesn't pull the same 
stuff on him that she does with me. What are you getting 
at? 

DR. DOBSON: He may hold the key to the tension in 
your home. Fathers can play a valuable role as peace¬ 
makers and mediators at a time like this. 

They can help you ventilate anger and find acceptable 
compromises where they are appropriate. 

Cynthia may listen to her dad. When teenagers are 
greatly irritated with one parent, they will sometimes 
draw closer to the other. 

It's like a nation at war that seeks supportive allies. If 
fathers are favored in that way, they can calm the trou¬ 
bled waters and keep two women from killing each other. 
Without this masculine influence, routine skirmishes can 
turn into World War III.

QUESTION: How early in life is a child capable of 
making a strong-willed stand in defiance against his or 
her parents? 

DR. DOBSON: Depending on the temperament of the 
individual, defiant behavior can be displayed by very young 
children. 

A father once told me of taking his 3-year-old daugh¬ 
ter to a basketball game. The child was, of course, inter¬ 
ested in everything in the gym except the athletic con¬ 
test. 

The father permitted her to roam freely and climb on 
the bleachers, but he set up definite limits regarding how 
far she could stray. 

He took her by the hand and walked with her to a 
stripe painted on the gym floor. 

"You can play all around the building, Janie, but don't 
go past this line," he instructed her. 

Dad had no sooner returned to his seat than the tod¬ 
dler scurried in the direction of the forbidden territory. 
She stopped at the border for a moment, then flashed a 
grin over her shoulder to her father and deliberately placed 
one foot over the line as if to say, "Whacha gonna do about 
it?".Virtually every parent the world over has been asked 
the same question at one time or another.
